They will be submitted 
to the DCI who may wish to check them out with Ball. 


There was a discussion of General Carroll's recent request for 
an NIE on resistance potentials in Communist countries. Consensus 
was that there is little to say because no significant resistance potential 
exists.

3. DDCI wants John Warner to contact him on 11 October to deter- 
mine whether there is any follow-up required by the breakfast session 
yesterday with Representative Zablocki.

4. Noting Secretary Ball's position that the Department would not 
object to our locating in nearby areas, DDCI asked 

that disposition be handled on a case-by-case basis. (DD/P and DD/S) 
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5. Upon being informed by the Executive Director that informal 
soundings indicate that National War College students were satisfied 
with their day-long session at the Agency this week and that the students 
are preparing written critiques, DDCI asked to be advised of the results 
of these critiques, (DD/S -- by 1 November)
